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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 8-9 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Chemisky (DE('418)). 

In particular, the applicant's attention is directed to Figure 2 w3hich teaches a 
trigger signal that corresponds to the applicant's claimed signal. Also, the applicant 
should note that the injector is held closed hydraulically by fluid trapped by a 
piezoelectric valve. Finally, the German PCT examiner also saw Figure 2 as anticipating 
similar claims. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chemisky in view of Igashira. 

Chemisky applies as in Claim 8 above and Igashira teaches the use of a 
computer, a ROM, a flash drive and a stored program to control injector needle 
movement. 
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It would have been obvious to modify Chemisky by controlling the movement of 
the injector needle using a computer, a ROM and/or a flash memory and a program as 
taught by Igashira because both Chemisky and Igashira taught the control of an injector 
needle using fluid trapped by a piezoelectric spill valve. 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
